“European Host 2005” is a two-part orientation program sponsored by the Rhineland-Palatinate’s 
Ministry of Education, Women and Youth.  The Berlin part of the program includes visits to historic sites 
in the German capital and lectures by a wide variety of educators and government officials. 
 
As part of this program, the Rhineland-Palatinate Ministry will host a small group of school and 
university teachers from the continental United States and Canada who want to deepen their 
understanding of the European Union, Germany’s reunification and the difficulties involved in it. U.S. 
senior military and civilian personnel interested in gaining an insight into those issues may participate in 
this program.  
 
The first part of “European Host 2005” will be held at Mainz, the capital of Rhineland-Palatinate,  
June 26 - July 2; the second part will take place at Berlin, July 3 – 7.  Army in Europe personnel who 
want to do only the Berlin portion, may link up with the seminar group at Mainz on July 3 prior to the 
group train travel to Berlin.

The seminar fees 
include two meals a day, accommodations (double room), and the train ride from Mainz to Berlin and 
return.  The seminar fees will be reduced accordingly for individuals who want to do only one portion of 
the program.
